In roply thereto I havo to inform 
you that it is my opinion that 
the 
law is invalid 
That H 
was an as ¬ 
sumption 
of authority 
arbitrary 
in its nature not possessed 
by tho 
legislative arm of tho government 
I maintain this opinion 
because 
tho act if enforced 
compels 
the 
counties to pay 
obligations 
thoy 
did not owe 
It 
imposes obliga- 
tions 


¬ 
on them which thoy did not 
owe and compels their 
payment 
without 
thoir 
consent 
This 
is 
tantamount 
to 
making 
contracts 
for tho 
counties 
and compelling 
payment without their having any 
lot or part in it 
This 
is beyond 
tho power of legislation 
If it is 
then thoy can bo compelled to pay 
obligations imposed 
on 
them 
by 
tho sheer assumption of tho decla 
tion of legislative will which 
tlioy 
did not owo under existing 
laws 
boforo 
In a word can 
tho 
legis- 
lature

tence and compel payment without 
their consent action or approval 
I 
think 
certainly 
not 
Such

power is not 
contemplated
